New York, April 2 4.—To enable the 
militia of ten different states which 
are anxious to form aviation sections 
to give a course in aviation to one of 
their 
officers, 
Mr. John E. Sloane. 
president of the Sloane Manufacturing 
company, of Plainfield, N. J., and son 
in-lawr of Mr. Thomas A. Edison, has 
offered to train an officer from the 
militia of each of ten states, free of 
charge. 
Mr. Sloane, who has been interested 
in aeronautics for a number of years, 
is arranging 
to 
open a large, well 
equipped 
aviation 
school 
at 
the 
Sheepshead Bay speedway, in addition 
to his present school at Garden City. 
Students will be first taught on the 
slowr military machine and then on the 
Sloane military biplane which, recent­ 
ly, when tested by the British admir­ 
alty, climbed 3,000 feet in 7 minutes 
and 27 seconds and made a speed of 
over 84 miles an hour. 
Mr. Sloane’s 
generous 
offer 
was 
very much appreciated by the execu­ 
tive board of the Aero Club of Amer­ 
ica, which has charge of the work of 
forming an aviation reserve composed 
of civilian aviators and officers of the 
different states. 
Since Villa’s raid on 
Columbus brought out the fact that 
the L'nited States army had only eight 
low’ pow ered aeroplanes in commission 
and eleven aviators available, the club 
has been training aviators and militia 
officers, keeping them in training for 
any emergency. There are at present 
officers from twenty-two states and a 
dozen civilian aviators under training 
at Newport New’s at the Curtiss School 
of Aviation, and Mr. Sloane’s offer af­ 
fords facilities for immediately train­ 
ing ten additional officers. 
To enable the militia of the differ­ 
ent states to take advantage of Mr. 
Sloane’s offer, the personal expenses 
of the officers of those states which 
have no funds for this purpose will be 
paid out of the national aeroplane fund 
of the Aero Club of America.

In order to accommodate those who 
desire a month’s military training, and 
incidentally that much vigorous out­ 
door life, three camps will be held at

4, 
August 7 to September 6, and Sep­ 
tember 8 to October 5. 
Applicants 
must be citizens of the Fnited States 
or have taken out first papers, and 
“of sound physical condition, capable 
of hard drill manuever marching with 
a full infantry equipment,” which in­ 
dicates that training camp routine is 
not four weeks of “tin soldiering.” 
Twenty-five dollars is the only ex­ 
pense to each applicant, except uni­ 
form, which averages about $20.45, 
and transportation. 
The $25 covers 
maintenance and keep for the four 
weeks of camp 
life. 
The 
govern­ 
ment furnishes free 
the 
necessary 
arms, tentage, blankets, poncho, mess 
kit, sweater and carap furniture. 
Objects of the camp have been stat­ 
ed as follows: 
To offer an opportunity for business 
and professional men and students, of 
uiiable educational training and age, 
to qualify themselves

service to the country in case of need. 
To foster a patriotic

During the last year the commis­ 
sion received 262 formal complaints

pending. 
The cases pending are being held 
either for the filing of briefs and pa­ 
pers, or for the valuation of physical 
property, or the auditing of books. 
During 
the 
year 
481 
informal 
complaints wTere filed, of winch 419 
were adjusted 
by 
correspondence, 
leaving 62 still pending. 
The report shows that last year the 
steam railroads of 
Missouri 
killed 
245 persons and injured 2,725, and the i 
electric railroads killed 37 and injur­ 
ed 2,706, making the total 282 killed 
and 5,431 injured. 
The total damage 
to property by railroad accidents for 
the year was $268,782.45, the bulk of 
which wras on the steam railroads.
